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RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

Applicants 1 arguments filed 22 December 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicants argue that, if one skilled in the art were to modify Warby, one 
would have sought treatments that were as hydrophobic as or more hydrophobic than those used 
by Warby. The applicants note that, while the alkene monomers used by Warby include only 
hydrophobic substituents, the acrylates described by Badyal include hydrophilic ester moieties. 
As such, the applicants argue that an artisan in search of hydrophobic treatments would not have 
been motivated to select compound having hydrophilic groups such as esters. 

This is not persuasive for the following reasons. First, the coating taught by Badyal is 
explicitly described as water repellent or hydrophobic (e.g. see page 3, lines 27-29; page 7, lines 
29-31; page 9, lines 22-29) and the applicants have not shown that the ester group present in the 
acrylate monomer of Badyal results in a hydrophilic coating. Moreover, the comparative data of 
Badyal illustrates that the acrylate coating of Badyal actually exhibits a greater hydrophobic 
nature than a coating formed from a fluorinated alkene monomer. Example 2 (starting on page 
15 of Badyal), directed to a pulsed plasma coating of 1H, 1H, 2H-perfluoro-l-dodecene (i.e. 
fluorinated alkene with no ester moiety), has a water repellency rating of 9. Example 4 (starting 
on page 18), shows that a pulsed plasma coating of lH,lH,2H,2H-heptadecafluorodecyl acrylate 
exhibits a water repellency rating of 10. That is, the comparative results of Badyal show that 
their fluorinated acrylate coating is more hydrophobic than a similarly deposited fluorinated 
alkene coating. Thus, using the applicants' own logic, there is in fact greater motivation for one 
skilled in the art to use the coating of Badyal in place of the fluorinated alkene coating of Warby.
